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ASSIGNMENT 3: Modifying In-camera Exposure Values 


Use your knowledge of shutter speed and aperture selection, histograms and in-camera metering to control the bright or 
dark exposure of your subject. 


If you have chosen a photography career path, be sure that your images reflect that choice. For example, if you would like 
to be a portrait photographer, use people or pets as your subject. Your career choice, if you have one, will be considered 
when this assignment is being marked. Refer to “Becoming a Working Photographer” in the course introduction to review 
career choices. 


Be sure to submit your photo log sheet with your images. 


REQUIRED: 


If Photographing Digitally 


3 separate, dark or black subjects 

e Photographed as the in-camera meter has indicated 

e Photographed with a modified exposure to correctly expose the dark subject after viewing the 
exposure response on the Histogram 


3 separate, bright or white subjects 

e Photographed as the in-camera meter has indicated 

e Photographed with a modified exposure to correctly expose the bright subject after viewing the 
exposure response on the Histogram 


If Photographing with Traditional Film 


3 separate, dark or black subjects 

e Photographed as the in-camera meter has indicated 

e Photographed with a modified exposure of 2 stops less light (making the shutter faster by 2 
stops or making the f-stop higher by 2 stops) 


3 separate, bright or white subjects 

e Photographed as the in-camera meter has indicated 

e Photographed with a modified exposure of 2 stops more light (making the shutter slower by 
2 stops or making the f-stop lower by 2 stops). 
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OBJECTIVE: 


To become familiar with exposure control and how the shutter/aperture combinations can change the brightness 
of an image or the motion or depth of field which can and does change the appearance of the image. Practise 
photographing using traditional compositional values to produce photographs based on career path choice 
and content 


FINAL SUBMISSION: 


e 12 full frame (no post capture cropping of the image) colour or B&W photographs 
e Photographic records showing: shutter speed, f-stop, ISO and focal length of lens for each of the 
12 images 


NOTES: 


e Make sure that you fill your viewfinder (therefore the meter) with the dark or light subjects. This is 
important as it will dictate how the meter will respond in the original shots. Expect the dark object to be 
over-exposed in the first image of the pair. The light object will be under-exposed in the first image of 
the pair. 

e Use different subjects for each new pair of photographs. (Take one using the in-camera reading, and 
then use the same subject for the histogram or modified in-camera meter reading.) 

e Images may be captured on a traditional film or a digital camera. 

e No post-production cropping or manipulation is allowed on any of these images. All images must ‘work’ 
straight out of the camera. 

e Use any lens, ISO and appropriate shutter/aperture combinations to complete this assignment. 
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
